Capt. J. B. Reeve, age seventy-five 
years, 
prominent and well 
known 
banker and business man, died at his 
home, 529 North Main street, shortly 
a fte r tile noon hour today after an 
illness extending over a period 
of 
more than four weeks. 
The funeral 
arrangem ents had not yet been com­ 
pleted at a late hour this afternoon. 
Physicians differed in their opinion 
as to the cause of Mr. Reeve’s illness. 
It is thought that many things con­ 
tributed to his death. 
He was su f­ 
fering with typhoid fever, it is be­ 
lieved, and other ailments which were 
brought on by a fall which Mr. Reeve- 
received in September 1909. 
Capt. Reeve had been confined to 
his bed during his last illness for over 
fo u r weeks. He was taken ill after it 
w as thought that he was improving 
a fte r a period of i l ln e s s caused by 
the accident in 1909. 
He was able to 
be out last summer and it w as then 
thought for a time that he would re­ 
gain his health. 
Shortly a fte r he was taken -irk the 
last time his case was diagnosed by 
some physicians as 
typhoid fever, 
while other- did not hold that belief. 
One night this week a specialist from 
Anderson was called to his bedside 
and pronounced the ailment typhoid 
fever. 
Ile had been critically ill for 
the last two weeks and practically no 
hope had been held out for his re­ 
covery. 
Thursday night lie suffered 
a sinking spell when it was thought 
that he was dying. 
Capt. Reeve was affiliated with the 
business interests of Rushville for al­ 
most a half a century. A fter the war 
he was in the dry good- business for 
thirty years. 
He retired from that to 
accept the position as cashier of the 
Rushville National Bank in which ca­ 
pacity lie served well until January, 
1910. 
A fall on the sidewalk was largely 
responsible ft r the retirement of Mr. 
Reeve from active business life.

and it was feared at that time th at he 
would never recover but his vitality 
proved to be above tho average and 
he survived the injury and was able 
to be out again. 
The month following the date of 
the injury to Mr. Reeve, Albert Win* 
ship, former county auditor and re­ 
tired farmer, went into the Rushville 
National bank. 
In Ja n u ary he was 
elected by the directors to fill the v a ­ 
cancy by the resignation 
of Capt. 
Reeve which had been handed in after 
his accident. 
F or fourteen years 
Capt. 
Reeve 
was president of theboard o f trustees 
of the E ast Hill Cemetery Associa­ 
tion, 
It is in this capacity th at he 
w as the most progressive.

M arriage Law is P ro b ab ly 
Most Violated Statute 


Scarcely a day passes in Indiana 


without word being 
received 
from 


some county in the state th at a m ar­ 


riage license has been issued by a 


comity clerk or his deputy without 


'the marriage law having been com­ 
plied with by the applicants fo r the 
license. 
It is 
true, 
however, 
that 
practically no trouble o f 
this kind 
has occurred in 
Rush 
county, the 
clerks here insisting that applicants 
fo r license conform in all essentials 
to the terms of the statute. 
It fre ­ 
quently happens that a license is is­ 
sued when the woman in the case 
does not reside in 
the 
county 
in 
which the application i- made. 
This 
is a violation of the m arriage laws 
of the state. 
County clerks seems to have little 
knowledge of what the law requirer. 
In one county, fo r instance, the clerk 
said it was the custom to issue a li­ 
cense if the woman lived iii the state. 
He knew nothing about any require­ 


ment that she must live in the coun­ 


ty. 


There have been many cases 
in 


which couples have eloped from one 


county to another in Indiana, obtain­ 


ed m arriage licenses, and have been 
married. 
Frequently it happens that
